THE GREAT DISAPPOINTMENT. 
MR. KERR'S COMMITTEE SELECTIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trioune, 

Wasmineton, D. C., Dec, 21.—The appearance 
of the list of Committees in print has enabled 
Democrats to take in the situation more clearly 
than was possible in the reading from the desk. 
This deliberate consideration has only served 
to intensify the general dissatisfaction which ex- 
usted last night. Eastern Democrats are uncon- 
solable on the one hand, while the Pacific Slope 
patriots declare that they have beea ignored. 
Penosylvapians are, perhaps, the loudest 
of all in fault-finding. They are pre- 
paring a list of those who voted 
for Randall for the purpose of showing that ail 
who did not support Kerr have been put down 
by him. Mr. Coxis more bitter than ever, and 
especially since be has discovered that, whiie 
Fernando Wood is nominally second on the Ways 
and Meaus Committee, he will 

VIRTUALLY BE LEADER OF THE HOUSE, 

for the reason that Morrison, the Chairman, not 
being ready in debate or skilled as manager of a 
measure on the floor, will not often attempt 
Lo represent his Committee outside of its room. 
All the leading measures that his Committee 
may bring forward will eee be, as & 
geaeral thing. in charge of Mr. who will 
thus practically be leader of the House. This 
discovery is particulariy unpleasant to Mr. Cox, 
who, although he bas the Chairmanship of aa 
importaoct Committee, yet, as it does not have, 
like the Ways aud Means, the right to the 
floor at any time, his chatces of appearing 
prominent on the floor as Chairman sre very 
email, as his Committee will not be called more 
than twice during the session. As the contest 
between Cox and Wood for the Ways and Means 
decided the Speaker to give it to neither, Cox's 
frieuds deciare that virtually the place bas been 


given to ood. 

Randall bas already called his Committee and 
begun work. Three bills were assigned to-day, 
namely, the Military Academy, Pensions, and 
Diplomatic, and it is intention to have these 
ready to report early in January. 

TALK OF EARLY ADJOUBNMENT. 

There is great anxiety amoug the Democrats 
to get away as soon possible, and there is mach 
talk of trying to adjourn by the Ist of May. 
The general dissatisfaction over the assignment 
of the Committees has introduced so many addi- 
tiona! elements of discord astto make the !ead- 
ers of the party more anxious for the future 
than ever. Randall insists that a set of appropri 
ation bills can be framed which, without crippliag 
avy important branch of the service, will reduce 
the annual expenditures $40,000,000. te is 
looking to a large saving in army and navy ex- 
penses, and be nas a bill reduciug the army 
15,000 men, and effecting a saving of $10,000, 
in the .military establisitment alone. If the 
House passer this bill, aud the Senate rejects it, 
the policy of the Democrats will be to make ap- 
propriations for the army in accordance with the 
proposed reduction. There are a uumber of 
Democrats, however, who do not regard it a 
good policy to force a reduction of the army.

Wasuinoton, Dec. 20.—** Card the other Sena-

Yet the 
Cabinet officers have long mhintained that 
Senators should pay them tne first visit, either 
ip person or by leaving a card, and often—when 
important business interests have been suffer- 
ing for want of consideration—hours have been 
wasted in discussions of this 

GREAT QUESTION OF ETIQUETTE. 

That testy and pragmatical statesman, Jobn 
Quincy Adams, is responsible for this. He had 
been virtually educated in the atmosphere of 
foreign Courts, and, when be came bere as Secre- 
tary of State, he undertook to transplant the 
rules of “ precedence ” established at the Court 
of the Grand Duchy of Pumpernickel apd other 
little European one-horse Governments, where 
they make more fuss about such matters than 
they do at Paris, or London, or even St. Peters- 
burg.

PRINCE GORTSCHAKOFYF IN BEBLIN—RUSSIA, PRUS- 
BIA, AND AUSTRIA IN ACCORD--THS. EASTERN 


QUESTION. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Pall Mall 
Gazelle writes to that journal on Dec, 2: 
‘Prince Gortschakoff arrrved here on Monday 
evening, after a sojourn of several months iu 
South Germany and Switzerland.* He took up 
his abode as ustal with hisfriend Baron Oubril, 
atthe Hussian Embassy. After having paid his 
respeéts on ‘Tuesday morning to the members of 
the I:pperial family, Prince Gortschakoff called

conferred for an hour apvaahalf. Bismarck re- 
turnéd hia visit immediately, and then pro- 
ceeded from the Russiam Embassy diréct to the 
palace for an audience of the Emperor. After 
the dinner to which. Dismarck had invited the 
Austrian Ambassador, Count Carolyi, who had 
only returned on the previous evening froma 


again. ..Ait their special request Count Carolyi, 
who has lately passed some time with Count An- 
drassy at Terebes, and is intimately acquainted 
with the latter's intentions, took part in the con- 
ferenee. On Wednesday at noon Priace Gort- 
schakoff was received by the Emperor. The au- 
dienc® lasted nearly three tionrs. Before the de- 
parture of the Russian Chanecligr for St. Peters- 
burg at 10:30 p. m., he and Prince Bismarek had 
another long conversation. I learn from ¢ompe- 
tent authority that the alliance of the three North- 
ern Empires has been strengthened anew during 
Gortschakoff’s stay at lBerlin. The under- 
standing between the three imperial Courte on 
all leading..questions of European * env 
is complete. The reception accorded to Prince 
Gortschakof was éxXéeedingly hearty, The ir- 
ritability displayed this spring in German Min- 
isterial c on Prince Gortschakoff 80 Os- 
tentaciously preciaiming to the world that tbe 
settlement of differences between Germany and 
France was due to the interference of Russia, 
seems now tohave entirely disappeared. The 
political disenssions of the diplomatists were as 
a matter of course chietly directed toward the 
Eastern question, which, owing to the late pur- 
chase of the Suez Canali shares by England from 
the Khedive, has been again brought promipent- 
ly into the foreground. The opinion expressed 
by the Northern Empires in the transfer of 
these shares is, I can positively assert, in En- 
giand’s favor. A previous understanding be- 
tween England and foreign powers on the sub- 
ject was impossible, owing to the ne- 
ceesity of effecting the purchase immedi- 
ately. _The world eannot, therefore, speak of a 
long premeditated step. ‘There was no time for 
long reflection, fears being entertained that the 
Khedive, like Turkey, would-be obliged to de- 
clare his bankruptcy,—an event of sad import 
to English bondholders, The reasous for their 
action have been confidentially communicated to 
foreign powers by the British Cabinet. 

@ With regard to the solmtion of the Fastern 
questiom mtended by the three Emperors, | am 
informed that the Coaont Andrassy ios already 
sent to the St. Petersburg Cabinet the proposals 
with the elaboration of which he was intrusted 
on account of his thorough knowledge of Turk- 
ish affairs, uired during his long exile.in Con- 
stantinople. These suggestions are sure to re- 
ceive the consent of the two Imperial Govern- 
ments, and will then be daid before the other 
great powers for approval. ‘They refer not 
merely.to the guarautee far the execution of re- 
forms to be made by Turkey, but contain posi- 
tive proposals regarding these reforms.” 


GRANT AND THE METHODISTS. 


Bishop Maven’s Third-Term Nomi- 
mation Discussed. 
Cincinnati Gazette, Dee, 21, 

The Methodist preachers of this city met at 
the Preachers’ Room, in the Book Concern, yes- 
terday, in their regular weekly meeting, and, on 
the suggestion of the Rev. Mr, Lee, his resolu- 
tion, introdaced at the last meeting,..censuring 
Bishop Haven for the famous indorsement of 
President Grant ‘before the Boston ministers, 
wae taken from the table for discussion. 

The Rey. J. F. Conrey occupied the chair. In 
bringing the matter before the meeting, the 
Chauman ruled that so much of the resolution 
as expressed jndgment of censure on Bishop 
Haver and the ministers of Boston, was out of 
order, and therefore not before the meeting, for 
the reason that neither of these parties was on 
trial before the body. 

Mr. Lee appealed from the dacision of the 
Chair, but the meeting, after a discussion, sus- 
tained the Ghair by s yote of 14 to 9. 

The Rev. A. B. offered the following 
substitute for tne original resolution : 

Resoived, That we disapprove of the course pursued 
by Bishop Haven andthe Boston presehers’ meeting 
in practically favoring a recommendation of President 
Grant for a third term. 

The Rev. D. J. Starr also offered the following 
as a sedOnd substitute : 

Reaotved, That the secular press in mistaking the ex- 
pression of Bishop Haven, in his Boston speech. of his 
personal preterence for a re-election of President 
Grant for a third term, as an ecclesiastical expression, 
or in amy Way representing or committing the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, or any part thereof, to any po- 
litical movement, is guilty of a gross error, and that it 
has done great Injustice to ottr Omiination, 

These substitutes, and all papers bearing on 
the subject matter, were then referred to a com- 
mittee, composed of Thomas Lee, W. I. Fee, J. 
M. Walden, W. Young, and W. L. Hypes, with 
instructions to report a paper for the faction of 
the meeting. The Committee, after a short ab- 
sence, returned the following ; 

Resoived, That while we, af & body of ministers, de- 
cline to @@press an opinion ih regard to the election of 
& President to a third term, we do deeply deplore the 
course of Bishop Haven before the Boston preachers’

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OCEAN-DISASTERS. 
To the Editor of The Chieago Tribune : 

Cuicaco, Dec. 18-—Dummg the past two 
weeks we have had intelligence of many fearful 
accidents by land and sea. I begin the terrible 
record of calamities by mentioning the loss of 
the Sunnyside, on the Hudson River, when 
twenty bodies were buried in a watery grave. 
The case of the Deutschland, lost in sight of 
“Old England,” is still more painful, and de- 
mands a thorough investigation, as ocean-steam- 
ships, with but few exceptions, would appear te 
be neither more nor less than graveyards. In 
the sad explosion near the steamship Mosel, 
at Bremerhaven, over sixty lives found an un- 
timely end, not speaking of others who are 
seriously and permanently injured. Other ca- 
lamities on a smaller scale haveoccurred. I was 
giad to observe thata writer signing himeelf 
‘* Borti” bad called the attention of the public 
to ocean-disasters. When he pointed out that, 
by skill, judicious management, and carefulness, 
ocean-accidents might be avoided, he pointed, as 
I know, with a high degree of accuracy and 
truth, to the fatal disasters that have befallen 
the Inyman, tbe’ Anchor, and the White- 
Star Lines, The City of Boston and 
others belonging. to’ the aforesaid lives 
bave left painful impressions on the hearts of 
many whose dearest friends found an untimely 
grave. The Anchor Line’s record is awful,— 
bundreds and huadreds of lives haying been 
engulfed. in the fathomiess sea; and, as 
Berti says the Osambria' and the Hi- 
bernia are only two of the many of their fleet 
that are lying rotting in the desert of waters. 
The Atlantic, lost off Halifax. left many a 
vacant hearth, and be dimmed with tears the 
lustre of many an eye. 

The question will arise in the bearts of many, 
When will such catastrophes cease to take 
place? Isit negligence or downfight carelessa- 
ness that these disasters are of nearly daily oc- 
currence ? It is impossible to enter into the 
feelings of those who have been bereaved of 
their triends,—far less to estimate the amount of 
misery and suffering thus caused. If these dis- 
asters could really be called misfortunes, arising 
from circumstaaces whieh could aot be fore- 
seep. and over which there was no control, it 
would be a different thing ; but such is not the 
fact. In almost all cases of the kind an attempt 
is made to exonerate the responsible party from 
blame, and hand down toposterity such disasters 
as among the chapters of accidents, or as the

That of 
the Turks 1s not yet known with certainty, 
as they had not been counted when 
the last messengers left for Grahovo (whence 
we have the news by telegraph); but heads 
and ooses bad already been counted, and the 
telegrams from Grahovo’ #tate the whole num- 
per of killed, with great vositiveness, at not 
less than 800. The practice of decapitating 
the dead enemy, universal in ail Monte- 
negrin wars of the past, is losing ite hold on 
the popular estimation, and there are those 
among the Insurgents who oppose it in every 
way possible in a state of society where itis of 
traditional sanctity, and where both sides fol- 
low it as the rule of warfare. 

The rifles, ammonition, and provisions taken 
will be a great assistance to the Insurgents in 
their preparation for the defense of* the

COL. GOWEN N’S OLAIM. 


Dealings with Migh Officials in st. 
Petersburg and Washington City. 
New Fork Sun, 

Col. John F. Gowen, the American engineer, 
who is treating with the Bntish Admiraity for 
the contract of raising the iron-clad Vanguard, 
sunk in the British Channel, in 1862 completed 
thé great work of raising the Russian fleet in 
the harbor of bebectopal and presented his bill 
for payment. The demand was for 335,000 rou- 
bles, whiehia equal to about that number of 
dollars im greevbacks. The Grand Duke Con- 
stantine, Lord #1 h Admiral, from whom Col. 
Gowen received ke commission, approved the 
claim and ordered it paid. It was hand- 
edto Gov.-Gen. Glazinapp, who recommended 
that bonds be issued for the amount. Minister 
of Marine Krabbe, however, thought it too ema!l 
a eum to be paid in bonds, and proposed to pay 
the money in ten years in apouel installments. 
The Colonei would not agree to this. 

“Well, the Grand Duke has ordered that you 
be paid,” saul the Minister, ‘‘and we'll bave to 
find you the money ; but my budget is made up 
and f don't see exactly how it is td be managed. 
You'd betéer go abroad and travel for a month, 
end when you come back your money will be 
ready for you.” 

A month later the Colonel again presented 
himself to the Miuister. 

‘Well, sir, you've done apretty thing, haven't 
you—raised hell in my department?” was the 
Colonel's greeting from Krabbe. ** Yon and your 

altry 16,000 roubles. 1 was your frend, but up- 

tand henceforth 'm your enemy, and shall 
oppose you éven getting one doliar of your 
m.” 


The 16,000 roubles matter referred to was a 
claim of which some officers of the Marine De- 

artment bad tried to defraud him, and, before 

eaving St. Petersburg, acting upon the advice of 
Assistant Minister of Marine Gregg, ire bad laid 
the facts of the case before the Minister of Jus- 
tice, who made them a subject of complaint to 
Krabbe, and hence the latter’ 8 anger. 

‘If you don’t pay. me,” said the Colonel, * I'll 
have to see his Imperial Highness, the Grand 
Duke Constantine, about it.” 

“You may gotothe devil, if you like; bug 
5 never get a dollar if 1 can help it,” wasthe 
rep 

Col, Gowen wrote the Grand Duke, saving that 
he bad not been paid, and requesting an “andi- 
ence. What followed is best told in bis own 
words: 

‘‘An aide-de-camp called upon me with the 
message from the Grand Duke that 1 should be 
paid before I left St. Petersburg, and requesting 
me to call at his palace before 9 o'clock the next 


| morning. On arriving at the palace I was shown 


into the Grand Duke's apartment, where, to my 
surprise and annoyance, I found him conversing 
with the Minister of Marine, my declared enemy. 


The Grand Duke arose, shook hands with me, 


andsaid: “Col. Gowen, | have bad a higher 
opinion of you than of any other foreigner who 
“has ever come to this country, anil am very 
sorry that you should come here a second time 
to be paid.” 

“Why, your Imperial ITighness, I have never 
been paid one cent,” [ replied. 

‘“*The Minister telie me he has paid you,” said 
he, turndng to Krabbe, 

** He has been paid. I paid him myeelf,” said 
Krabbe, throwing a significant glance at me. 

‘+ No, sir—you know that I have not received 
one penny,” I exclaimed. 

“T canoot allow thié alteréation in my pres- 
ence,” said the Grand Duke. 

* But, your Imperial Highness, I assure you 

——’’ I continued, when he interrupted me, say- 
ing : 

** Gol. Gowen, whom do you suppose I would 
believe,—you, a stranger, whom I havé known 
only & fow years, ona Minister of the Empire | ye 

“Tt is not necessary to believe either of us,” I 
said. *‘ If I have been paid, surely there 1s some 
record of it in the Department. Have the books 
examined, your imperial Highness,—they will 
tell the story.” 

« No, sir,” he said, rising, ‘this audience is 
at en end,” and I was bowed out. 

Col. Gowen has not been peid, having received 
no other rewards for his valuable services than 
the thanksof the Crown and the deooration of 
the Order of: St. Stanislaus. He lias made fre- 
quent applications to Secretary Fish for an 
official letter in his bebalf to our Minister at St. 
Petereburg,; reqnesting him to iay the facts be- 
fore the Imperial Government, but Mr. Fish has 
refused to interfere. The Colonel brought 
strong influences to bear upon him, and, at ove 
tumé, hed some hope of success, but the Fish- 
Catacazy -trouble followed, and he has now 
abandoned all hope of help from the incumbent 
Administration. The injustice of ‘his treatment 
is well knownin European diplomatic circles 
Prince Gortschakoff, whom he met in Baden, 
told him that he knew him tobe one of the 
worst-used men in the world, but could not help 
him, and Lord Palmerston once, speaking of the 
claim, said to him: “If you were a British sub- 
ject, Colonel, I promise you, you would not bave 
to wait loug tor your money.” 

De Ae LE OS oa 
Fatal Disenses Among HEoerses and 
Cattic at the East. 
Philadelphia Preas. 

For several days past another epidemie bas 
prevailed among horses m this city. Tne new 
disease is provounced by skilled veterinary sur- 
geons to be ** Apthe Zartica,’’ or eruptive. The 
disease is stated to be even more contagious than 
the epizootic, and uniess it is arrested at once 
will prove fatal. In several instances in large 
stabies where one horse is attacked, the disease 
spreads rapidly through the stable, and very few 
animais coming in contact with those affected es- 
cape. The tirst symptoms of the disease are no- 
ticed by a peculiar expression of the countenance, 
saliva flowmg from the mouth and moisture 
exudivg from the eyes. In some cases it is ac- 
companied with troubled breathing and consid- 
érabie fever. Upon opening the mouch of an 
animal stricken with this malady will be found 
small vesicies on the edge and upper portions of 
the tongue and gums. On the third or fourth 
days’ illness large patches of the covering of 
thetongue drop off, and the animal refuses food. 
The disease, as other eruptive fevers, whether.in 
man or beast, runs 4 fixed course, and the erup- 
tion cannot safely be arrested unless proper 


good nursing, which adds materially to the 
speedy recovery of the avimal, which may be 
effected in from six to ten days. At a recent 
meeting of Pennsylvania College of Veterinary 
Surgeons the nature and treatment of the new dis- 
ease were discussed by anumber of the new mem- 
sore all of whom pronounced the disedse to 
be contagious, and advised that the sick horses 
should be kept apart from those which had not 
taken the disease. An epidemic has also broken 
out within the last few days on the outskirts of 
the city and in Camden among the bogs and cat- 
tle, wiiich is somewhat similar to «‘ Texas fever.” 
Among hogs the disease bas proved fatal, as in 
some cases the farmers have lost, in a few bours, 
from 60 to 70 per cent of their stock, In Cam- 
den and its immediate vicinity the stock has 
more or less béen attacked, and many bundreds 
of bogsand cattle have died. At the present 
writing the disease has not been arrested, al- 
though every known remedy has been applied. 
For the purpose of ascertaming the nature of 
this new malady, a Committee of five veterinary 
experte ate holding council, and will in a short 
time suegest a remedy to abate this new and

JUDGE VAN i BRUNT'S MARRIAGE, 


Wedded in the Presence of a Wune 
dred Persons—The Bride's Mother’s 
Story. 

Rochester (". Y.) Evening Fepress, Dec. 13. 

The present aspect of the Ven Brunt scandal is 
very serious for our former towoswoman. Jennie 
Bull, or Mrs. Van Brunt. Judge Van Brunt has 
returned to New York City, and, as appears by 
the following paragraph from a New York news- 
paper, denies his marriage in oto : 

Judge Charles H. Van Brtint arrived in the city 
Wednesday evening, and yesterday visited his associ- 
ates on the bench in the Judges’ reem of the Supreme 
Court and Court of Common Pleas, and announced his 
intention of holding court in seme ‘branch of the Court 
of Common Pleas in January, The story of the mar- 
riage Judge Van Brunt says isalic. He has not been 
married while abroad, nor were any of the irregular- 
ities charged committed by him. He left for Europe 
in May, and from the middle of June to the middle of 
October he lay in hie house at Paris. unable to leave 
on accountof the sickness, For two months inter- 
vening, from the middie of June to the middle of 
August, he was entirely unconscious, and this was the 
period that rumor had assigned for his second mar- 
riage. 

There can pe no doubt that a marriage cere. 
mony was performed on the 2d day of June Jast, 
in Cambridge, England, in which Judge Van 
Brant was the bridegroom and Mies Bul! was the 
bride. This ceremony was witnessed by Muss 
Bull's mother, who is @ lady highly respected in 
this city, and whose word cannot be doubted. 
The clergymen who performed the rites (the 
Rev. Messrs. Lanbam) are relatives of a family 
in this city, and are ready to make aflidavits to 
the fact of the marriage. If the maariage was 
illegal, Judge Van Brunt must bave known it. 
It matters not whether Miss Bull suspected the 
illegality of the marriage or not. We have reli- 
able information, however, that for a long time 
she refused to marry the Judge, and did no: con- 
sent until she was thoroughly satisfied that the 
divorce from his first wife was genuine, 

Since the above was written our reporter vis- 
ited Mrs. Ball's residence, 15 Greig street, and 
obtained from her the followiog statement in re- 
ward to her daughter's marriage: 

The marriage took place on the Ist of June, in the 
presence of about 100 persons, twe nty- five at least of 
whom were relatives of or family, in Cambridge, 
England, I was present, For my own part, I do not 
believe that Judge Van Brunt has ever denied the mar- 
riage; but I deem it my duty to make this declara- 
tion: If he has denied the marriage (which for a mo- 
ment I do not think he has), it can be proved by the 
affidavits of all of our relativesin Cambridge, some of 
whom we are sure, if necessary, would appear in per- 
son to testify. I am confident there iv a mistake some- 
where in this statement of the denial of the marriage. 
My own opinion is that the Judge does not wish to be 
interviewed, and will consequently give the reporters 
no satisfaction when interrogated, 

The fact that Mrs. Van Brunt (Jennie Bull) is 
living with her husband in New York to-day is a 
fact that in itself shows the aesertion of a de- 
nial to be absurd. We are of the opinion nmiore 
than ever that itis the duty of Mr. and Mrs. 
Van Brunt to put a stop to these scandalous 
stories by publicly denying their truth.

Af- 
ter various intrigues Field capped the cli- 
max of his infamy by debanching the dangh- 
ter of his own sister. This was the dirty fel- 
low who eame to Tweed’s reseue, and for a 
consideration he took Miss Garrett off the Boss’ 
hands, and ever «afterward remained a tool of 
Tweed and his henchmanin tie Legislature.

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Illinois Supreme Court, to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the resignation of Judge Mo-

Returns 
from the towns in Cook County and other 
counties comprising the Seventh Judicial 
District have not come to hand at this 
writing, but it is probable that Judge Drox- 
ry’s entire majority will exceed the figures 
above given. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE HOUSE. 

Thé real work of the House is © in the 
Committees, upon whom devolve special 
examination of *the various branches of the 
public service and the reporting or rejection 
of schemes for legislation. The announce- 
ment of the Committees may, therefore, be 
regarded as the working organization of the 
House, and Mr. Kerr’s selections appear to 
have occasioned more of a sensation and 
more disappointment and indignation than 
any previous organization for many years. 
One reason for this is, that the House is 
Democratic for the first time in a lifetime 
almost, whereas the old Republican House 
Bhd settled into a very comfortable distribu- 
tion of favors, and a general acknowledgment 
of honor where honor was due. Among the 
Democrats it was a new and greedy scramble 
for places, and it was difficult for Mr. 
Krrer to make up his Committees with- 
out seriously offending a large number 
on the Democratic side. Another reason 
for dissension is to be found in the 
antagonistic elements among the Democrats, 
including a Union sentiment and a Confed- 
erate sentiment, a hard-money sentiment and 
a rag-baby sentim~-c* a high-tanff sentiment 
and a revenue-reform sentiment, an Eastern 
sentiment and a Western as well as South- 
ern sentiment, a subsidy sentiment and an 
anti-subsidy sentiment, etc. The most un- 
becoming exhibition of spleen came from the 
Eastern members, and was led by httle Shoo- 
fiy Cox, of New York. This was at once 
puerile and unjust,—puerile because it was 
an unseemly display of temper, and unjust 
because the selection of Mr. Kerr was a 
Western triumph, and it was not to be ex- 
pected that its advantages would be resigned 
in favor ef the East. It is not surprising 
that the West should have twenty-four Chair- 
manships, while the Eastern have thirteen, 
especially in view of the fact that the Demo- 
crats at the East have not brought forward 
many men of conspicuous claims. 

Mr. Kerr evidently remembered the good 
service done him by the [Illinois delegation, 
led by Morrison, and has provided commit- 
tee places for all the nineteen Congressmen 
from this State, except, perhaps, Mr. Harr- 
wei, of the Eighteenth District, whose 
place is not indicated in the telegraphic list. 
Illinois has the leading position of the House,

Committee, which was given to Morrison

Mr. Fanwszur, of Chicago, 
has been retained only on the Committee on 
Manufactures, of which he was Chairman in 
the last Congress, but has been dropped 
from the Comuzittee on Banking, upon which 
he held the second place in the last Congress. 
In view of Mr. Farweu1's recognized position 
as one of the best business members of the 
House, this is a gross injustice. It is very 
surprising that the Speaker would be guilty 
of such a glaring discrimination against an 
old member, and one of the ablest in the 
House. 

Notwithstanding the commotion which 
Mr. Kennz's selection has occasioned among 
the Democrats, it looks as though he had 
made up the Committees with special yefer- 
ence to “sound money, revenue reform, and 
anti-subsidy,” whieh is knowa to be his own 
platform. Perhaps it is mainly om this ac- 
count that Kere bas brought down upon him 
the wrath of so many Democrats. The only 
doubt about this appears in connection with 
the Pacific Railroad Committee, which rumor 
enys is likely to give Tom Scorr’s monstrous 
subsidy scheme a ‘‘favgrable hearing.” If 
there is any danger of this, itis in direct op-

defeated. It must be remembered, however, 

that every indication drawn from the forma. 
tion of the Committees needs to be verified 
by the demonstration that the Committees 
are a fair reflex of the prevailing opinions of 

the majority in the House. But after the 
vote of the House against the subsidy busi- 
ness Kerr should have constructed an anti- 
subsidy Railroad Committee. Why did he 
not ? 


THE CITY MARSHALSHIP. 

The Common Council has at length con- 
summated the folly of confirming the nom- 
ination for the useless office of City Marshal. 
This audacious measure in the interests of 
the tax-eaters and bummers was championed 
by Ald. Ovtrerton and the blatherskite 
Hiprera, and, although their specious ar- 
guments were met and completely refuted 
by Ald. Rromarpsoy, they succeeded in 
forcing it through with the help of Ald. 
Sronx of the Fourth Ward, Woopman, Qurex, 
Cuanx, Campsetzt, and Drroy. And now, 
what have these men given the city? They 
have given it a useless office at an expense of 
$4,000 a year,—an office which Mr. Dunxap, 
after being confirmed in it, would not hold, 
because he found 1t to be qn office of obstruc- 
tion, that he had no useful power, and that 
he was eating taxes without earning 
them. If Mr. Goopetx is as honest 
and honorable a man as Mr. Duw ap, 
he, too, will resign it before he has held it a 
month, forthe same reasons. If he continues 
to hold it, it will be a proof that he is willing 
to take $4,000 out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers without really earning 4 cents. The 
effect of this appointment is simply to re- 
store the how-not-to-do-it Board of three 
Commissioners. It, in effect, renews the 
Board nuisance in the shape of a City Mar- 
shal, Superintendent, and Deputy, who can 
act as a Board in all cases of dereliction of 
duty, no one member thereby having the 
power to discharge a policeman for miscon- 
duct or a police officer for malfeasance 
or inefficiency, and no one member hay- 
ing the power to appoint good and 
efficient men. For all practical pur- 
poses, we might just as well have Messrs. 
Saenrman, Reno, and Kroxxe back in 
their seats again as to have these three 
new Maxx Sxerrmans filling their places. 
One of the strongest reasons offered for the 
new city charter was that it would simplify 
offices, and yet, after having abolished one 
three-headed monster, a new monster is sub- 
stituted in his place with an equal number of 
heads. This is what the appointment of a 
City Marshal is equivalent to. The effect of 
the appointment is equally apparent. It sup- 
plies a partisan office-seeker with a place, and 
consumes $4,000 of taxes. It furnishes a handy 
system of shifting rosponsibility, so that in 
case of any itregularity in office, or miscon- 
duct upon the part of officials, the responsi- 
bility cannot be figtened upon any one. 
The Deputy can hold the Superintendent re- 
sponsible, the Superintendent the Marshal, 
the Marshal the Mayor, and the latter can in 
turn throw it back upon his subordinates, 
and thus no one will be responsible for any- 
thing. Itis a measure for partisan purposes 
and in the interests of bummers. It is in- 
tended to cover the election of next spring, 
to use the police force for political work, and 
to encourage and shield rascals. It will relax 
discipline and demoralize the police force. It 
cramps the hands of the Superintendent, who 
has shown some disposition todo his duty, 
and will re-encourage the thieves, and 
gamblers, and bunko-steerers, and all the 
criminal classes of the city. It virtually takes 
the management of the police force out of his 
hands and leaves it without a real head. And 
all this that a partisan may hold a useless of- 
fice and consume $4,000 of taxes! We re- 
peat, therefore, that if Mr. Gooprz1 is an 
honest and honorable man, he will throw up 
the office the moment that he finds he is only 
a figure-head and his office a sinecure, just as 
Mr, Dunxap did. . He cannot hold the office 
and keep his own self-respect or the respect 
of the community. 


‘“*NOT A NATIONAL UNITY.” 

Senator McDonaup, of Indiana, in his 
whereases and resolutions, declares that the 
“people of the United States are not 
a national unity, in the ordinary sense of 
that term.” And he gives as a reason there- 
for that “‘ the States were at the time of the 
formation and adoption of the Federal Con- 
stitution each sovereign, free, and independ- 
ent, except in so far only as such sovereignty 
had been expressly delegated to Congress by 
the articles of confederation.” We find 
these statements in the resolutions which the 
Senator has proposed to take the place of 
those introduced by his colleague from Indi- 
ana, Senator Moztox, His appeal to history 
is a mistaken one. It hoists the engineer 
with his own petard. 

The “States ” were not sovereign when the 
articles of confederation or the present Con- 
stitution was formed. The thirteen colonies 
were fused into one nation and became “a 
national unity ” when they began the Revolu- 
tion. Thirteen of the sixteen British colonies 
in America revolted together and fought to- 
gether. They carried through the war to- 
gether as anation, raising national troops 
and offering battle in behalf of the nation, 
under the National Commander, Wasurne- 
ton. Massachusetts and Connecticut did not 
fight for their separate independence, nor 
Virginia and Maryland for theirs. All thir- 
teen warred with England for the independ- 
ence of all thirteen as one nation. England 
made war, not against “‘ Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations,” Delaware, and other 
petty communities, but against all the 
colonies as one people in revolt. France 
aided the ‘‘rebels” as a rebellious na- 
tion, So did Spain. So did Holland. 
These powers, with Germany and Russia, 
recognized the independence of one new 
uation, not thirteen new ones. They recog- 
nized the birth, across the seas, of a new Na- 
tional Government. England finally con- 
cluded peace with the new nation, not with 
its thirteen parts or States, Our plenipoten- 
tiaries, like our ambassadors to foreign 
Courts, were received as the representatives 
of a nation, not as the delegates from thir- 
teen sovereign powers. There has been no 
time, during the century of our existence, 
when an ambassador from any one Siate 
would have been recognized at a forcign 
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make a treaty with it, to salute its flag, 
if it has any, to send am ambas- 
gador to it, to recognize in any way 
its sovereign existence. We shall cele- 
brate, next 4th of July, the centennial 
anniversary of the birth of—what? If a na- 
tion was not born then, if the 4th of July, 
1776, witnessed the birth of the thirteen sov- 
ereign powers of Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, the two Carolinas, and Georgia, 
then the centennial is their affair, not ours. 
According to Senator McDowaLp, we are not 
a nation now, and all that makes 1776 mem- 
orable to us is that our ancestors, who then 
lived in thirteen different ‘‘nations,” do- 
clared in that year that the thirteen na- 
tions were severally independent! If this 
is so, we have no Union or national existence 
to commemorate, the Centennial is a fraud, 
and the $1,500,000 appropriation for which 
Mr. McDonatp means to vote is to be spent 
in getting up a big show in celebration of 
something which never happened. History 
shows that we are a ‘‘ national unity,” and 
that we have been one for a century, during 
which time the national bond has been con- 
stantly growing stronger. In 1861, a dozen 
States tried to demonstrate that we were 
“not a national unity.” The success of this 
altempt to carry Senator McDonaxp’s theory 
into practice was not such as to encourage 
persistence in the theory. It turned outa 
very dismal experiment. 


PAY OF THE SUPREME JUDGES, 

The fact that the people of the Seventh 
District were yesterday obliged to choose be- 
tween two candidates for the Supreme Court, 
both second-class in capability for the work 
of Supreme Judge, and one of them a volun- 
tary candidate while in contempt of court, is 
entirely owing to the niggardly salary at- 
tached to the most responsible judicial posi- 
tion in the State. Our Supreme Judges are 
paid but $5,000 a year in lieu of ali fees and 
other compensation, while the Circuit Judges 
of Cook County receive $7,000 each, and 
which is not a dollar too much. The work 
of the Supreme Judge from this district is 
immeasurably greater than that of our Cir- 
cuit Judges, and the expenses incident to the 
position also very much larger. The Circuit 
Judges of Cook County are not required 
to travel at all. A Supreme Judge who 
lives in Chicago must go to Ottawa 
for one term, to Mount Vernon for another, 
and to Springfield for a third. He cannot 
accept railroad passes; he must pay his 
traveling expenses, his hotel bills, and inci- 
dentals. These necessary expenses make 
such a serious inroad upon his salary that 
the Supreme Judge does not, as a matter of 
fact, receive as much compensation, notwith- 
standing the difference in labor and respon- 
sibility, as a raral Circuit Judge. 

The dignity of a prosperous State ought of 
itself to suggest a more reasonable compen- 
sation for the. highest judicial tribunal it 
maintains. But if this consideration shall 
not persuade the Legislature to take some 
action in the matter,' then the considerations 
of the public welfare ought to coerce an 
incréase in their pay. The idea that a 
first-class lawyer in the City of Chicago 
can be induced to take upon himself the 
immensely hard work of a Supreme Court 
Judgeship from this district, at a net compen- 
sation of not more than $5,000 after paying 
all necessary expenses, is ridiculous. If there 
were no serious work attached to the position, 
the honor might be an attraction to men who 
had earned a competency in the practice of 
their profession; but the duties of Supreme 
Judge—as the Court is organized at present— 
are so arduous that they require a man in the 
prime of life, in vigorous health, of active 
mind, and the highest legal learning, to dis- 
charge them properly. The pay is not equal 


| to that of a first-class clerk or bookkeeper in 


a large mercantile or banking establishment. 
Good lawyers in Chicago—men equal in every 
way to the position—earn all the way from 
$10,000 to $25,000 a year, and it is folly to 
expect that they will abandon a practice so 
remunerative for a place on the Supreme 
Bench for really only $3,000 a year and much 
harder work. 

The difficulty of finding competent men for 
the Supreme Bench at the present pay will 
increase instead of decreasing. The best 
legal talent of the State will naturally gravi- 
tate toward the large cities, and as the cities 
become larger and more important the good 
lawyers will be able to earn more money in 
their practice. ‘This question is, therefore, a 
serious one, and should not be neglected by 
the next Legislature. If the Court of last 
resort in this State is to be kept pure and 
able, a more reasonable compensation must 
be affixed to the position. 


LEGAL HONOR. 

In answer to a recent article printed in Tar 
Trreung upon the defeat of justice by the 
legal profession, as exemplified in the case of 
Twxrp, a lawyer presented his views in our 
last issue, and in the course of his comments 
made some very strong points upon the 
standard of honor in the legal profession. 
He asks the leading question: ‘* What cause 
could be brought to a lawyer in which nine- 
ty-nine out of a hundred would not take 
either side for money, regardless of right or 
wrong, using all kinds of quibbles and tech- 
nicalities to free his client, or help him de- 
fraud his opponent, which, if a man in any 
other profession or calling’ should do, he 
would be called a scoundrel and a villain?” 
He furthermore traces this low tone of honor 
among lawyers to the Bench itself, and finds 
that the Judges, when they reach the Bench, 
are very often unable to see beyond the 
quibbles and technicalities which they prac- 
ticed in the profession. He finds that this 
want of honor leads directly to the commis 
sion of crime, for *‘ what burglar or bank- 
robber but knows that if he gets the booty 
he can almost certainly keep from punish- 
ment as long as he has any money to buy a 
lawyer?” There is great foree and truth in 
the facts brought forward by our correspond- 
ent, and he might have touched upon still 
another practice in the profession which has 
grown into a positive evil, and is constantly 
used for the defeat of justice with almost un- 
varying suecess, -In the course of enlarging 
and improving upon the old methods for 
clearing criminals, the new trial dodge has 
become the favorite. As soon as a case is 
tried and a decision is rendered, whether for an 
individual as plaintiff or for the State in a crim- 
inal case, exceptions are filed and motion is 
entered for a new trial. Then follows a 
wrangle, and generally a change of venue 
and a new trial are secured. If the defendant 
wins at the second trial ina civil suit, then 
the plaintiff moves fora new trial, and the 
cese is tossed backward and forward between 
the respective parties until the lawyers have 
eaten up the property of both sides. Mear- 
while it is an open question what is becom- 
ing of law and justice. How is justice to be 
obtained so long as Sheriffs and their Bailiffs 
are allowed to tamper with juries, to seleet 
them from the sweepings of the streets, and 
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the law without rebuke, and Judges entertain 
quibbles:and technicalities, and give crim- 
inals the benefit of them? There is no- 
where else in the whole body politic such 
peessing need of reform asin the practice of 
law and the administration of justice upon 
the Bench. In thelanguage of our correspond- 
ent: ‘‘A trialis for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether the pr‘ joner is guilty or in- 
nocent, and not to let him free on account of 
the ‘smartness’ of his lawyer.” Such a 
reform, however, to be effective, must ema- 
nate from the profession itself, and the courts 
must set an example in emphasizing it. 
There are scores of lawyers in this city who 
ought forever to be disbarred from appear- 
ing in a court for practices at once unpro- 
fessional and dishonorable, and yet they are 
suffered to go on from day to day without 
even arebuke. Are there not high-minded 
and honorable men enough at our Bar to de- 
mand and effect this reform? If not, then 
law and justice will soon be a mockery. We 
are rapidly approaching that result. 
THE HOLIDAY SEASON. 

Spite of the treacherous, weather, ranging 
from winter cold to spring warmth, spite of 
hard times and lean pocket-books, of financial 
uncertainties and burdensome taxes, of Mrxe 
Evans’ tyranny and Convin’s mulishness, of 
persistent pew-rents and extortionate grocers’ 
bills, of bankruptcies, and suspensions, and 
trials, and tribulations, the people are evi- 
cently determined not to let the generous 
Christmas holiday season pass without ob- 
serving its most pleasant custom of bestow- 
ing gifts. There never was a time when the 
people paid so little for luxuries as now, or 
when they drew the purse-strings tighter and 
practiced economy more systematically, and 
yet there never was a time when the holiday 
traflic was more busy or satisfactory. Tae 
Tarscwe, as the official organ of Santa Claus, 
is consulted religiously each morning by the 
people to see what the storekeepers have to 
sell, and the streets are thronged with 
crowds pushing in and out of the well- 
stockefl_ stores. 
hands complacently and smile blandly at the 
buyers, and are filled with a sublime hope 
that the holiday spurt of business will help 
out the profit side of the year’s work. Men 
who go home at night without a package of 
some sort are looked upon suspiciously, and 
the cars and "buses are well -loaded, not only 
with men and women jaded and tired with 
the day’s tramping, but with sleds, hobby- 
horses, Noah’s arks, Christmas trees and 
evergreens, and oily geese awaiting their 
holocausts. There may be some curmnud- 
geons who request their wives to ask the 
shopkeepers to run the bill over into the new 
year, in order to preserve for a little time the 
illusion of the anniversary, but the true hus- 
band and father will open his pocket-book 
and close his eyes, religiously believe he did 
not pay for his own gift, and sedulously avoid 
ever having the illusion dispelled. Already 
the indications show that the observance of 
this favorite anniversary will be as general 
and generous as ever, notwithstanding the 
dullness and pressure of the times. The Yule- 
log will blaze as merrily as ever, the Christmas 
trees will bear as rich fruit and blaze as 
brightly, Santa Claus will drive his reindeers 
as fast and furiously, just as many geese will 
crackle and sputter in the ovens, and the 
good wishes and friendly gifts will be as 
abundant and hearty. 

This is all as it should be, for Christmas is 
the best and brightest day of the whole year. 
We may even sacrifice Fourth of July with its 
eagle, and Thanksgiving with its turkey, and 
New Year's Day with its salads and coffee 
and calls, but Christmas should be kept in 
memory of the Carpenter’s Son, and the bless- 
ings which have followed His mission upon 
earth. Men and women will feel better for 
their remembrance of each other. The Christ- 
mas gifts will cement new ties of friendship 
and strengthen the old, brighten every home, 
and relieve temporarily at least the burdens 
now pressing upon the people. In this re- 
gard the rush of the holiday business shows 
hopefulness upon their part and a looking 
forward to better things and more prosperous 
days. It argues for the popular faith and 
hope, and to these two should be joined the 
greatest of the three—charity. The winter 
is a very severe One upon the poor, who can- 
not give gifts and rarely receive them. In 
this season of festival rejoicing and generosi- 
ty they should not be forgotten. Their hum- 
ble homes should be gladdened with Christ- 
mas cheer, remembering that the Son of Man 
was born in a stable. To cheer upsome poor 
man or woman, after making your own house- 
hold happy, will round off Christmas day, 
and make it forever memorable in personal 
history. 


It appears that our Chicago Board of Trade, 
shipping merchants, and commission men 
have good ground for complaining about the 
discrimination against Chicago that has been 
made by the railroads running East. These 
railroads, with the purpose of raising and 
keeping up rates, came to an agreement not 
long since not to ‘‘ cut” at this point; but 
this agreement is understood not to extend 
further. west than Chicago. Asa result of 
this combination, the rate on a barrel of flour 
is 90 cents from Chicago to New York, while 
a barrel of flour is carried from Milwaukee 
to New York, 90 miles further, for 80~ cents, 
This Milwaukee flour, it must be remem- 
bered, is brought directly through Chicago, 
so that it is not merely carried from Milwau- 
kee to Chicago for nothing, but a premium of 
10 cents is offered Milwaukee to send it. No 
reasonable explanation of this discrimination 
occurs to us except that the railroads, having 
shut themselves off for competing with each 
other for Chicago business, are prepared to 
cut under to.any extent in order to get the 
business from points west of here. So long 
as the rate from Milwaukee to New York was 
the same as from Chicago, there was no dis- 
position to complain, though this itself was 
an injustice ; but when the railroads actually 
offer a premium for business west of us, it is 
time to enter a vigorous and effective protest. 
The railroads might be brought to terms if 
the Board of Trade would agree to give its 
business to any one railroad which would re- 
fuse to cut under at points west of Chicago, 
and to none of the others. We know of no 
other way in which this serious blow at Chi- 
cago's trade can be warded off.

In any case, the choice of 
Mr. Ferry, last Monday, sets at rest all dan- 
ger that the Democrats might insist that his 
former election was irregular, in case there 
should be a vacancy in the Presidential chair 
before the expiration of Grant's term. 

A correspondent in yesterday’s Txrnuns 
pointed out two alleged grave blunders in the 
revision of the Illinois statutes executed by 
the Revision Commission of which Mr. H. 
B, Hurp was chief. The first is that the re- 
vised statutes remand us to the common-law 
doctrine of the rights of women, and so 
give the husband entire control of the wife's 
personal property. This does not seem to be 
sustained by the record. It is true that the 
revised statutes repeal the so-called ‘‘ Mar- 
ried Woman’s act” of 1861, but they contain 
the act of 1874 on “husband and wife,” 
whiq is generally considered to afford ample 
safeguards to the latter. This act has 
not yet been judicially interpreted, Until 
it bas been, it is scarcely fair to accuse 
Mr. Hurp of carelessness or culpability. The 
second alleged blunder seems to be well put. 
By the old law, a covenant of warranty is 
conveyed by..the,.use of .the. expression 
‘‘ grant, bargain, and sell.” The revised 
statute (p. 274, See. 8) makes either one of 
the three words equivalent to a warranty. 
Now an ordinary quit-claim deed con- 
tains the word ‘‘ sell.” Hence it seems to 
follow that nearly all the supposed quit-claim 
deeds of recent dataare really warranty- 
deeds. This is a serious blunder, involving 
possible consequences of exceeding gravity. 
The change is inexcusable. We may add that 
the authors of the revised statutes blun- 
dered into making Chap. 74, Sec. 4, 
read in such a way that persons 
living outside the State were forbidden to 
loan money to our citizens at the same rates 
(10 per cent) which lenders living within the 
State could charge. This absurd and unjust 
discrimination against foreign capital was not 
contained in the old law. It was due simply 
to the carelessness of the revisers. The ef- 
fort to amend the obnoxious clause and re- 
store the old provision, putting home and 
foreign capitalon an equality, and so ena- 
bling us to borrow atthe lowest possible rates, 
was carried through a stupid Legislature only 
by great efforts. Those efforts were rendered 
necessary by the blunder of the revisers.

and return it, Mit be not made good, before the close 
of banking hours. ‘The Pennsylvania case was that of 
the Union National Bank vs. P. 8; Peterson & Co., and 
that in California was that of the National Gold Bank 
vs. McDonald, The cases are sufficiently described by 
the references above made to the point at issue. 

The variance between the established law and the new 
decisions will be readily understood and justified 
when the variance of the old and new usage is pointed 
out. In the old days the Cashier of the bank was the

osived the deposits, paid the checks, and kept himself 
fully informed of the condition of all the accounts 
kept with the bank.
